VERYONE acknowledges that there is a 


employment of nurses to see that no nurse power 
is wasted and to ensure that every atom of the 
nurse power that the country possesses is being 
used to the best advantage. Yet anyone who 
studies the situation carefully to-day can see that 
these ideals are far from being realised. 

In the first place nurse power is being wasted 
because there are a certain number of trained 
nurses, particularly married women with young 
children, who, because of family ties, cannot offer 
their country full-time service but could readily 
do part-time work. On the other hand if they 
undertake this part-time work they must employ 
domestic labour to run their homes and look after 
their children while they are employed. But the 
Government will not pay for the part-time 
services of the nurse. Therefore the nurse, in 
such circumstances, must not only give her ser- 
vices free, but must be out of pocket not only for 
the provision of uniform and the laundering 
ot her uniform, but also for the salary of the 
domestic worker who comes in to relieve her. 

Obviously while some can do, and are gladly 
doing this, there must be many who, anxious as 
they may be to use their skill and knowledge for 
the benefit of their country, cannot afford to do so. 

The Government’s reply is that no part-time 
payment is made in the Civil Defence Services. 
Actually this is not the case. The doctor is paid 
on a sessional basis. Certainly he is the only 
exception, but, if an exception can be made in 
favour of the doctor, why should it not also be 
made in favour of the nurse. The nurse is the 
only other similar professional worker in these 
services. She has knowledge and skill which can 
help to protect the population from those diseases 
which may make our shelters more dangerous 
than the bombs. She should have every encour- 
agement to use her capabilities. 





We would not suggest that every nurse who, 
while doing other full-time work and earning a

salary for it, gives her free evenings once or twice 
a week to war-time work, like many othe 


citizens, should be paid for doing so. In such 
circumstances the nurse would be ashamed not to 
give something of her freedom voluntarily. The 


trained nurse who would give 24 to 36 hours a 
week, though she cannot give 48 because of home 
ties, is of such value to the State that she should 
have the recognition of a suitable salary 


In the second place are all our trained nurses 
doing the most valuable work in face of present 
circumstances ? At the outbreak of war there 
was only one thing which the nurse could do who 
was determined to live out either because she had 
elderly relations she could not leave or a flat 
which she was not prepared to give up. She had, 
as a rule, no alternative but to join the staff of a 
first-aid post. 


The Ministry of Health said that only one 
trained nurse was necessary at any first-aid post 
and refused to sanction the payment of a trained 
nurse's salary to more than one in each aid post 
However, medical officers of health were only 
too glad to have a larger number of trained 
nurses though they could only pay them the salary 
of the ordinary civil defence worker who had 
merely taken the shortest course in first-aid and 
anti-gas warfare—£2 3s. 6d. a week. A number 
of nurses are, we believe, still doing this work 


If the Ministry does not think there should be 
more than one trained nurse to each first-aid post, 
but recognises that there should be a trained 
nurse at every large shelter and rest centre, why 
does it not appeal to the medical officers of health 
to release the surplus nurses from the posts and 
transfer them, where necessary, to their shelters 


Is it not a fact that the work of the first-aid 
posts is not very heavy as a general rule in our 
large towns, that the majority of patients go to 
our hospitals, and that life-saving work of great 
magnitude has got to be done during the winter 
among our shelter and homeless population, whicl 
is with us as a permanent war-time problem 




















Shelters Still Calling ! 


[HE various shelter problems are receiving the 
attention of both the Minister of Health and the 
Ministry of Home Security. Since our last issue 


went to press, a circular (No. 2216) and a broadcast 
by Miss Florence Horsbrugh have dealt particularly 
with the nursing aspects of the problems. As we 
mentioned in the account of the meeting of the Royal 
College of Nursing, last week, the Ministry asked var- 
ious voluntary bodies to recruit nurses for work in 
shelters and rest centres. The College has, through 
the medium of the Nursing Times, appealed for 
nurses, particularly public health nurses, to help 
with this vital work, and circular 2216 directed 
councils to apply to the Joint London County 
Committee of the Red Cross and St. John Ambulance 
Society, the. Central Council for District Nursing in 
London, 3, Temple Gardens, E.C.4, and the Royal 
College of Nursing, Henrietta Place, W.1. for help. 
If these could not give sufficient help, councils were 
advised to apply to the Local Emergency Organisation 
(the London County) for names of members available 
from the Civil Nursing Reserve. Miss Horsbrugh’s 
appeal which followed emphasises the fact that more 
nurses are needed for this work than are forthcoming. 
The Minister of Home Security, Mr. Herbert Morrison, 
is launching a publicity campaign to educate shelterers 
on points of hygiene in public and private shelters 
by pamphlets. These have Lord Horder’s approval. 


The College Gives a Lead 


MEANWHILE the Public Health Section of the 
Royal College of Nursing is proceeding with the 


work of voluntarily staffing two tube stations, 
Leicester Square and the Strand, with trained 
nurses. As we reported last week, the Westminster 


City Council accepted the Section’s offer to undertake 
this work. Already medical aid have been

Tannic Acid and the Hands 


Many advocates of the use of tannic acid for burns 
are not convinced that it is necessary to exclude its 
use altogether for third degree burns of the hands on 
account of the danger of necrosis of the digits from 


interference with the circulation [wo interesting 
suggestions to permit swelling of the fingers to take 
place have been made. \ correspondent in the 


Lancet suggests tanning only the anterior and pos 
terior surfaces of the digits till swelling has occurred, 
then tanning the lateral surfaces. Mr. Hedley Atkins 
M.D., F.R.C.S., of Guy’s Hospital, in reply to ques 
tions at the Sister Tutor Section conference at the 
Royal College of Nursing, suggested complete tanning 
followed by aslitting of the tan on either side to allow 
reactionary swelling to occur, and tanning of the slit 
when swelling was complete. These measures ensure 
the localisation of the toxic products of tissue des 
truction in the coagulum, with the resultant lessening 
of secondary shock, without risk of mutilation trom 


necrosis 


An Important Advance 


From South Africa comes news of an Important 
advance in nursing education At a meeting of the 
Central Governing Board of the South African 
Medical Council it was announced that Miss B. G 
\lexander, R.R.C., had been appointed as inspector 
of training facilities, equipment and methods of 
training in hospitals recognised as training schools 
by the South African Medical Council Chis is a new 
experiment and will be carried out for one year. Miss 
\lexander is known in many countries as a Vice 
President of the International Council of Nurses 
With her wide experience and sympathies this 
appointment should greatly benefit and help to 
standardise nursing education in South Africa, and 
be espec ially helpful to the smaller hospitals which 
as in most countries, often train their nurses under

Nursing Munition Workers 


WORKERS in munition and other factories engaged 
on work of national importance who have been 
officially transferred aavay from their ‘ homes 
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and are living in lodgings or billets are now entitled 
to domiciliary nursing. The Minister of Health has 
consulted the Minister of Labour and has also dis- 
cussed the matter with the Queen’s Institute of 
District Nursing and other district nursing organisa 
tions, and the following arrangements, to date from 
November 1, 1940, are announced in circular 2211.

For Blood Tranfusion* 


ae take blood from the donor, a screw-capped 
vacuum bottle with a central rubber diaphragm, 
as suggested by Dr. McCartney, is used at the 
Park Hospital. The bottle containing the solution is 
sterilised in the autoclave with the screw cap loose. 
On removal the screw cap is immediately tightened 
while the bottle is hot. This partial 
vacuum as the air cools and contracts, which ensures 
that blood will be drawn into the bottle readily. 
Che only addition to the apparatus for taking blood 
from a donor is a short piece of pressure tubing with 
a needle at either end and a screw clip. One needle 
through the rubber diaphragm in the 
screw Cap of the bottle and the other into the 
donor's vein. A little sodium citrate solution is run 
through this part of the apparatus before use to 
lessen the risk of blood clotting in the needles 

If the blood is for immediate 100 c.c. of 
sodium citrate solution (3.8 per cent.) to 500 c.c. of 
blood is sufficient. For storage, 50 per cent. of 
I1.H.T. solution is used. This is a complicated 
solution for the prevention of clotting, drawn up 
according to a Russian formula.

The Treatment of 
Chronic Bronchitis 


By AUSTIN FURNISS, 
LR.C.P., LRCS. LDS. 





HE treatment of chronic bronchitis will remain 
unsatisfactory until the aetiology and pathology 
are understood more exactly Che following facts 

must be borne in mind rhe length and calibre of 

the bronchi are not constant, but vary with respira 
tion, and their ciliated epithelium is constantly 
working trying to move on particles of mucus 
towards the trachea, thus keeping the air passages 

clear. Interference with these functions plays a 

considerable part in the onset of chronic bronchitis 

and renders the bronchi liable to chronic infection 


Types of Patients 


Catarrhal conditions and bronchitis frequently 
occur in members of the same family; many observers 
feel convinced that there is a definite bronchial 
diathesis.’” Asthma and bronchitis often co-exist 
in the same patient. This is found in two different 
types: some patients, who have had asthma for 
many years, eventually develop emphysema, and 
then bronchitis occurs as a secondary condition, 
but in others chronic bronchitis becomes worse in 
late middle-age, and asthma, which has never 
occurred before, subsequently develops. 


Any structural abnormality of the lungs causes an 
increased tendency to bronchitis. Emphysema is 
such a constant accompaniment of chronic bronchitis 
that it must be considered as part of the disease. 
In the case of children, infection of the tonsils is not 
important in the causation of bronchitis. Infection 
of the nasal sinuses is, however, very important as 
it has been shown that, in children with bronchitis, 
a third show definite evidence that the nasal sinuses 
are infected. 

How this infection attacks the bronchi is demon- 
strated by the fact that lipiodol introduced into the 
nose during sleep can be seen in the bronchi by an 
X-ray film taken on waking. This constant reinfec 
tion plays an important part in keeping up the 
bronchitis. 


Sinus Infection 


Bad teeth do not seem to have any definite causa- 
tive effect, but they tend to keep up a pharyngeal 
catarrh which may be responsible for dyspepsia 
As sinus infection is so very important, it should be 
excluded by means of an X-ray examination in 
addition to clinical examination. It is impossible 
to exclude sinus infection by _ transillumination 
Chronic bronchitis affects mainly children and 
people, especially males, above the age of 50. 

Ihe patient with bronchitis should lead a quiet 
life, with as few temperature changes as possible, 
but not a sedentary life. He should take daily 
exercise out of doors, provided there is no east wind

and the day is neither damp nor cold. Of all 
exercises walking is the best, but he must stop short 
of fatigue The garden is a good source of interest 
if these precautions are taken 


rhe patient should remain on his normal diet 
unless there is some good reason to the contrary 
Many chronic bronchitis patients have really good 
appetites. Often they tend to become either too 
fat or under-nourished, the latter especially if a 
spasmodic element is present, and these tendencies 
must be corrected. Obesity naturally tends to 
increase the difficulty in breathing, and this, in turn, 
tends to increase the obesity If the patient is used 
to alcohol, he should be allowed it in moderation 
and the same applies to tobacco 


Temperature Regulation 


In the house the patient's clothes should be light 
and warm. A thin vest of wool, silk or aertex, 
with a thin flannel shirt, is ample, and he should put 
on a coat when moving to a colder temperature 
rhe sitting room should not be allowed to get too 
hot; an even temperature of about 60° to 65° F. in 
the sitting room and a temperature which does not 
fall below 50° F. in the bedroom is about right. The 
bedroom should not be allowed to get “ stulfy 


The object of physical treatment for bronchitis is 
to restore the dynamic function of the bronchi, 
i.e., the aeration of the lungs, which is impaired by 
the accumulation of secretion on the inner surfaces 
Three methods of treatment are of value: breathing 
exercises, postural drainage and _ bronchoscopi 
aspiration. In suitable cases breathing exercises 
are of great value, though in old people, and when 
the chest has become rigid, they are of little use. 
The teacher should, of course, have special exper! 
ence. The two main objects are to restore the 
“basket handle’ movement of the lower ribs and 
the upward movement of the diaphragm, and they 
are said to be specially useful where there 1s a 
tendency to spasm They should be done every 
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morning, and in some cases morning and night, the 
time being gradually increased, but the patient 
must always stop short of fatigue The exercises 
should be done in light, loose clothing, and in a warm 
room 

Postural drainage is sometimes ordered to allow 
the accumulated secretion in the lungs to drain by 
force of gravity [he patient lies face down on a 
double inclined plane with the angle in the junction 
between hips and body, so that the head on one side 
and the feet on the other are dependent and 
balanced. He should be placed in this position in 
the morning for about 20 minutes; if there is a 
large amount of purulent sputum, the treatment 
should be carried out three times a day A spec ial 
bed is available, the Nelson postural drainage bed, 
but an inclined plane can easily be made of

ROLONGED storage of certain canned foods 
particularly in warm climates, may result in 
partial dissolution of the tin coating Packs 


in lacquered cans are, of course, well protected, but 
when plain cans are employed the tin content of the 
pack may reach a high level. It is important to gain 
a clear view of this oft-debated subject 

lor more than 30 years, the upper limit for tin in 
canned foods has been accepted in Great Britain 
as 2 grains per lb., or 286 parts per million. Prosecu 
tion may follow a public analyst reporting in excess 
of this figure. However, it is seldom that all the tin 


is removed from the inside of a can or that 2 grains 
per lb. is exceeded But even a much higher tin 
content is not necessarily a danget Pharmacological 
opinion in recent years has hardened against the 


older views as to tin poisoning, and from a widening 


literature two authoritative pronouncements may 
be quoted 
Tin Innocuous 
Drs. Lunde and Mathiesen (1937) declared, “ In 
Norway there has not been a single case of illness 
which could be proved to be due to canned food 


containing tin lo substantiate the harmlessness 
of the tin dissolved in food, rats were fed, during the 
period of their most rapid growth, on Sild-Sardines 
in oil with a high tin content Ihe rats excreted 
approximately all the tin consumed . lhe growth 
of the animals used for the experiment was normal 


compared with rats fed on ordinary diet No ill 
effects of these large quantities of tin could be 
traced.”’ lurther feeding tests involving five 


generations of rats showed that growth during the 
entire experiment was normal, and no ill effects could 
be traced of the relatively large quantities of tin 
consumed by the animals In the course of the 
experiment the organs of some of the animals fed on 
diet containing tin were examined No accumula- 
tion or retention of tin in the organs could be traced.” 


Not a Health Hazard 


Dr. Savage (1939) summed up the position regard 
ing tin in canned foods thus Under modern con 
ditions tin-poisoning is not a_ health hazard from 
tinned foods.’’ He pointed out that the old sugges 
tion (based on Buchanan and Schryver’s Report 
in 1908) that tin in quantities of the order of 2 grains per 
lb., or 286 parts per million, may be accepted as a 
convenient working standard, although he adds that 
personally he had never considered that the findings 
in the report justified the implication that food had 
then become potentially deleterious

Safer than Ordinary Foods 


\ critical summary of the present position regarding 
canned foods in modern diet was published in the 
Lancet not long ago by the distinguished investigator 
Sir William Savage, B.Sc., M.D. His paper, entitled 
‘Canned Foods in Relation to Health,” with 
this statement ‘‘ Considering the whole of the dat 
[ think it is obvious that, as a source of food-poisoning, 
canned foods at the present time are definitely safer 
than ordinary They are protected foods, and 
protected much more than ordinary foods from the 
risk of causing food-poisoning. That they are not 
entirely immune is hardly to be anticipated, and is 
no argument against their use. They are com- 
paratively safer.’’ His final remarks are especially 
noteworthy As regards our food-supply generally, 
canned foods can be accepted as a safe and con- 
venient source, and one without any special hazards, 
nutritional, chemical or bacterial.”’

Medical Supervision of Rest Centres 


HE Minister of Health has approved the action 
taken by various councils in providing medical super 
vision and attendance at emergency rest centres for 
people bombed out of their homes. Such arrange 
ments, he says (Circular 2214), should provide for a 
daily visit to each centre by a medical officer of the 
borough council or a medical practitioner, and ther 
should be a medical officer or other medical practi 
tioner on call at any time for special or emergency 


attendance at the centre At the daily visit the 
doctor should enquire from the supervising officer 
and the nurse whether there are any cases of illness 


wounds and so on, requiring attention. He should 
give necessary treatment at the centre, or advise the 
patient where to obtain it He would arrange 
where necessary for removal to hospital and would 
advise on such sanitary matters as lavatory 
washing accommodation, overcrowding, vermin in 
festation, and so on If the council's medical staff 
is too busy for such duties, the Minister will agree 
to the engagement of other medical practitioners for 
this work.

Shelters and Infectious Diseases 

ScoTrisH public health experts are going 
with measures to prevent the spreading of colds, 
influenza, pneumonia and diphtheria as a result of 
shelter sleeping Children are being innoculated, 
shelters are to have better sanitary arrangements, and 
notices will soon be issued asking any one suffering 
from an infectious condition not to use the shelters. 
It has been suggested that shelter sleepers with colds 
or sore throats should wear a gauze mask to cover 
the nose and mouth : this is a simple and practical 
expedient, and one that every nurse could recommend 
from her own experience An official of the Publi 
Health Department at Glasgow says their greatest 
problem is overcrowding and that “ the danger of 
infectious diseases cannot be too strongly impressed 
on people’s minds.”’ 


Refresher Courses for the C.N.R. 

HE Ministry of Health is considering a recom 
mendation (Circular 2210) made by the Civil Nursing 
Reserve Advisory Council which advocates the 
establishment of refresher courses for those members 
of the Reserve who are not actively engaged in nursing 
work. A provisional syllabus has been drawn up 
for a short course of a week’s duration for the trained 
nurse and the assistant nurse, which includes latest 
methods of treatment, the latest drugs and their 
action, and the use of orthopaedic appliances.

1. Proteins, which are essential for growth and 
repair of tissue, and so all-important during preg- 
nancy to ensure proper growth of the uterus and 
foetus. They are present in lean meat of mutton and 
beef, the flesh of birds, fish, eggs and cheese, all of 
which foods yield first class, or animal protein. Ked 
meat should only be taken once a day, so that if 
taken at midday, either eggs or fish or cheese should 
form a part of the meal at breakfast and supper, and 
not another meat dish. Second class protein in the 
form of peas and beans is a useful addition to the 
menu occasionally. 

2. Fats are necessary for the maintenance of 
warmth and the production of heat and energy. 
During pregnancy they sometimes prove difficult to 
digest, and so should be taken in moderation. Butter, 
cheese, mackerel and herrings are all useful as they 
provide not only fats, but mineral salts and vitamins 
as well. 

3. Carbohydrates are also used for the production 
of heat and energy. They should always form the 
bulk of the diet. During pregnancy the rapid growth 
of the uterine muscle calls for large supplies of sugar, 
and if the diet is deficient in carbohydrate the woman 
tends to show signs of acidaemia. Useful sources of 
this factor are the cereals such as rice, sago and oat- 
meal. Bread, jams and sweets are useful foods in this 
group Vegetables, such as potatoes, cabbage, 
spinach and tomatoes, and fruits, such as apples, 
oranges and all the stone fruits, should be included 
in the diet as they also provide many vitamins and 
have a mild laxative action. 

During pregnancy many women suffer from lack of 
sufficient mineral salts and vitamins in the diet. 
Both these accessory food factors are necessary for 
the development of the baby, and the maintenance 
of health in the mother. The most important 
minerals are : 

1. Calcium and phosphorus which are necessary 
for the formation of the foetal skeleton. If the 
mother’s diet is deficient in these substances, the 
child will obtain them from the stores in the maternal 
bones and teeth, but even so the child is liable to 
develop rickets in infancy. Milk is the richest source 
of these minerals, and a quart a day is needed to 
supply the requirements of the pregnant woman 
Calcium may also be given medicinally, and phos- 
phorus is also found in such foods as egg yolk, liver 
and potatoes. 

2. Iron, which is required in relatively vast 
quantities by the foetus in order to lay in a store 
against the lack of iron from which it suffers while 
on a milk diet for the first six months of. its life. 
If the mother’s diet is deficient in this mineral, 
the foetus will rob her of what she has, and she is 
liable to become very anaemic. Thus such iron- 
yielding foods as liver, kidneys, dried fruits and green 
leaf vegetables should all find a place in her menu 


3. lodine, without which there is a tendency for the 
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mother and her offspring to develop goitre Chis 
mineral is readily supplied in sufficient quantity 
to obviate this condition by eating sea-fish once or 
twice weekly during pregnancy. 

Che most important vitamins are 

1. Vitamin A, which is found in fish liver oils 
milk, butter, cheese, green leaf vegetables, and in 
small amounts in many fruits. Lack of this vitamin 
is thought to lower the resistance to puerperal 
infection and to predispose to catarrhal infections 
in the baby. 

2. Vitamin D, which is found in most of the foods 
that also contain Vitamin A, egg yolk and the fish 
oils being particularly rich sources of it. This vitamin 
is necessary to control the deposition of calcium and 
phosphorus in the tissues, and without it the mothe 
teeth will tend to decay, and the child’s bones and 
teeth will not be properly formed. 

3. Vitamins B/ and B2, which are found in wheat 
germ, the leguminous vegetables, eggs and live: 
brown whole-meal bread and Marmite are par 
ticularly useful sources. Without this vitamin the 
woman may develop neuritis and anaemia; and some 
authorities have attributed the haemorrhagic disease 
of the new-born to its lack. 

4. Vitamin C.is found in fresh fruits, particularly 
those of the citrus group, and in potatoes. It is 
needed to prevent scurvy in mother and child. 

5. Vitamin E is found in egg yolk, milk and fresh 
green leaves. It is probably needed to prevent 
miscarriage. 

A selection of foods containing the minerals and 
vitamins listed above should be eaten daily. 

As well as a quart of milk daily, the pregnant 
woman should drink plenty of water or other bland 
fluid. If possible about two pints of this should be 
taken between meals. 

The following is a suggested menu for one day :

More Auxiliary Nurses 


Miss Manners opened her address by explaining 
that she is working in an emergency hospital set up 
to cope with the probable increase in the number of 
sick and wounded as a result of the war. One of 
the essential differences between this hospital and 
most others, as far as nursing administration is con- 
cerned, is that it is not a training school for nurses. 
About 40 assistant nurses and 100 _ nursing 
auxiliaries, most of whom formerly earned their 
living as typists, clerks, factory workers, domestic 
and nursery maids, are receiving instruction in the 
care of the sick. 

Many of these girls feel that, when the war is 
over, they will have no post or occupation to which 
they can return. It is, therefore, very probable that 
they will wish to continue nursing At present they 
are nursing auxiliaries, but it should be kept in 
mind that the auxiliary nurse of to-day may be the 
assistant nurse of to-morrow 


Assistant Nurses of To-morrow 


Of the 100 auxiliary nurses in this hospital, a 
large proportion has been there for about a year. 
As one year’s “ training”’ only is required to-day 
for the making of an assistant nurse,* many of the 
auxiliary nurses may be qualifying to be assistant 
nurses. The fact must be kept in mind that, after 
the war, these girls will have to earn their own 
living, and perhaps will continue nursing. If they 
continue nursing, they will call themselves, and 
believe themselves to be, nurses. They will be 
addressed as “‘ nurse ’’ every day in the hospitals; 
they may develop a fondness for nursing and, in the 
opinion of the public, they will be nurses. They 
may also be prepared to accept a low scale salary 
which may, in the future, seriously affect the younger 
nurses of to-day. 

At this point thought should be given to what 
training has meant to trained nurses. They have 
studied hard and reached a high standard of 
theoretical and practical work; they have attended 
standard of ‘“‘training for the

many lectures before being allowed to enter for the 
final examination. Will trained nurses, then, be 
content to allow to rank with them others who have 
not had this training? 

Chis may seem, at first, a harsh attitude to adopt 
towards those who have perhaps been unsuccessful. 
But, Miss Manners said, only recently a doctor 
speaking of an assistant nurse, said that she was 
““a very good nurse.” ‘1 agreed,’’ Miss Manners 
said, and he then remarked, Well, she has had a 
great deal of training.’’ I explained that she had 
had a good deal of experience in many hospitals, 
but she had failed in her examination Actually 
she had failed in her preliminary State examinatio1 
and she did not trv again and has been in many 
hospitals but is not trained 

rhe point is that, if war stopped to-morrow and 


that particular assistant nurse asked the doctor for 


work, she would get it, and the doctor seems to 
think there is no difference between this sort of 
‘nurse ’’ who failed in an early examination and 


nurse who has passed all her examinations 

Another instance which emphasised the popular 
misconception of the qualifications of a 
trained nurse was provided by an incident that 
occurred when the hospital was first opened 
Miss Manners had arranged separate sitting rooms 
for the trained staff, the assistant staff and the 
nursing auxiliaries. Later, owing to lack of space 
she had to put a!! the untrained staff together. A 
visitor, a man in a good financial position, asked 


necessary 


why she did this, and reminded her that many of 
her untrained nurses were “ nearly trained,” and 
suggested that ought to be quite sufficient He was 


the type of citizen who could afford to employ a 
private nurse in his own home, and he conveyed the 
impression that he would not mind if she were fully 
trained or not. 


Safeguarding Trained Nurses 


This same problem arose during the last war, 
Miss Manners concluded, but the situation of 25 vears 
ago is not comparable to the position to-day, for, 
though there are now many more auxiliary nurses, 
State registration has been established as the hall- 
mark of the trained nurse. These are difficult 
times for the nursing profession and after the war 
there will be so many problems to be solved that 
there is a danger that the welfare of the nursing 
profession will be pushed aside as something that 
can wait. Therefore if there is any opportunity at 
the present moment to do something, that oppor- 
tunity should not be missed. 

During the discussion which ensued, the following 
points were made:—

IDEAL WEIGHT.—By W. F. Christie, M.D.

their occupations. The ideal weight for a given 
individual is rather a hypothetical quantity, but, 
broadly speaking, it may be considered that which 
permits of the greatest amount of physical enjoyment 
and mental happiness. There is no golden rule for 
slimming other than reducing the diet according 
to a caloric scale which presupposes a knowledge 
of the caloric values of each article of food consumed. 
Once the principle of the ‘‘ maintenance diet” 
thoroughly grasped, it is easy to prepare meals which 
will allow of a slow reduction in weight, i.e., of 
about one to two pounds a week. The nutritive 
value of all the more important foods in daily use 
fully described, each class of food being dealt 
with separately. There are tables showing the 
amount of calories in an average helping, so that there 
should be little difficulty in constructing a reducing 
diet that will not only fulfil the requirements but 
will also meet the taste of the individual. The 
book concludes with a short account of the physical 
exercises that may be safely undertaken an 
adjunct to dietetic measures for those who wish 
to get rid of superfluous fat. Nurses will find this 
a most useful book.

Final State Examination 


Surgery and Gynaecology and Surgical and Gynaecological 
Nursing Treatment, Question 3.—What is the significance 
of posture in nursing a patient in bed ? Give examples to 
illustrate the advantages of different positions. 

THE position in which a patient is nursed in bed is 

frequently of vital importance. It may 

to his recovery as in cases of severe shock and collapse 
it may be necessary for the correct healing of a frac 

tured limb; it may be the means whereby complica- 
tions, such as inhalation and hypostatic pneumonia 
and sub-phrenic which may endanger the 
patient’s life, are prevented. 

~ Posture will in all cases play a very important part 

in ensuring the comfort of the patient and therefore 

in his more rapid recovery. Frequent variations of 
position, when this is possible, should also be made 
to prevent the possibility of pressure sores. 

The following examples illustrate the 
positions advantageous in spec ific cases 

The recumbent position with the foot of the bed 
raised on high blocks is invaluable in the treatment 
of shock, collapse and haemorrhage, as it increases 
circulation in the vital centres in the brain, and the 
return of venous blood from the lower extremities is 
assisted; this position is essential after the 
administration of a spinal anaesthetic because of the 
low blood pressure 

The simple recumbent position is necessary while 
the patient is unconscious and in this case the head 
must be turned to one side to prevent inhalation of 
mucus; it is also used when inflammation, of or 
strain on, the heart is to be feared, as in rheumatic 
fever and nephritis. It is continued in these con- 
ditions unless dyspnoea is present because it is most 
restful to the heart. 

The prope position may be necessary in spinal 
injuries and after spinal operations, and is useful when 
excessive salivation occurs in an unconscious patient, 
and in painful wounds or burns affecting the back. 

rhe semi-vecumbent position with an air-cushion 
and knee pillow is the most suitable for younger 
patients after herniotomy or perineorrhaphy to 
prevent pressure on the operation area and to relax 
the abdominal muscles. 

Fowler's position with adequate support for the 
head, arms and back is invaluable for lung and heart 
cases with dyspnoea, for all patients who have a 
tendency to bronchitis, and after abdominal opera- 
tions once the patient has recovered from the anaes- 
thetic and from shock. It assists drainage towards 
the more resistant pelvic peritoneum and thus pre- 
vents generalised peritonitis and the formation of 
subphrenic abscess; it allows adequate contraction 
of the diaphragm, preventing hypostatic pneumonia 
and relieving dyspnoea. It is most suitable for cases 
after operations on the throat to relax strain on neck 
muscles and is used to relieve concussional headaches. 

High Fowler’s (or upright) position may be used 
as after cholecystectomy or gastric operations to 
aid drainage, prevent chest complications and a 
tendency to thrombosis of the veins in the leg.

Various types of catheters are made, each suitable 
in certain circumstances 

Catheters for female catheterisatior may bb ol 
rubber, glass or silver 

Rubber catheters may be used in almost all con 


ditions; they can be adequately sterilised by boiling 
and rapidly cooled by immersion in cool antiseptic 


lotion. They must be discarded at the first sign of 
roughness but should last a long time with carefu 
treatment. Their flexibility necessitates their being 


held nearer the eve than the firm catheters and wil 
prevent their being of use in cases of obstruction 
Glass catheters may 


be used safely in many case 


but never if the patient is highly nervous, pregnant 
or subject to fits These catheters need great car 
in sterilisation as they may be cracked by rapid 
immersion into boiling or cold water; they must 
always be examined immediately before passin 
for this reason and no force must be used in passing 
them. 

Silver catheters are exceedingly valuable in cases 
of pressure causing urethral obstruction; they may 
be sterilised by boiling, and cooled: they are mort 
lasting than either rubber or glass catheters 

Catheters for male catheterisation are commonl\ 
made of rubber, gum-elastic or silver 

Rubber catheters should be used for the normal 
straightforward case 

Gum-elastic catheters are conveniently firm and 
therefore more easy to pass They may be olive 
headed for use in cases of stricture, and coudé or 


bi-coudé where there is some degree of obstruction

Three Versions from One Pattern 


Then what about a bedjacket Here we have 
three designs from a simple pattern. And all so easy 
to make! A beginner could run up one of the three 
versions of the bedjacket in one or two evenings. 
This is an ‘‘ Easy-to-make ’’ Vogue Pattern, No. 8189, 


priced at Is. 3d. (including purchase tax). It is 
cut in smail, medium and large sizes 
You might make up the lace-trimmed style in 


washing crepe or satin—a medium fitting will take 
23 vards of 36-inch material. The puffed-sleeved 
version would look very gay in a padded fabric, bound 
with contrasting material. For this style you will 
need 1} yards, 36 inches wide. For friends who 
really feel the cold you can make up the long-sleeved 
version in a gay, striped flannel; 2 yards, 54 inches 
wide, will be needed here. 

Perhaps this last is the simplest to tackle first, 
for in this design the pattern needs no alteration at 
all, except, of course, for length of sleeve and so on. 

rhe tucking on the two fronts is the part to con- 
centrate on, both in this plain version and in the 
View B one in which the sleeves too are tucked. Get 
the tucks evenly spaced, nicely finished off on the 
wrong side on which they are stitched, and care- 
fully pressed and your bedjacket will begin to assume 
that chic appearance that tells of clever dress-making. 


For Even Spacing 


The practical sewing instructions on the chart given 
with the pattern tell you to use a cardboard gauge to 
measure tucks and spaces. This is a useful tip and one 
to remember when you are trying to space anything 
out evenly on material. The gauge is made in a few 
seconds. Just cut a strip, about 1 inch wide, off a 
postcard or any firm but not too thick cardboard 
with a straight edge, and notch it on the long side 
at whatever distance from the short edge you are 
wanting. 

rhe tucks on this bedjacket are } inch deep and, as 
you will see on the pattern, 3 inch is allowed for each 
tuck, which means that } inch is allowed for each 
space between the tucks.

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More Letters from a Nightingale Nurse 


After her year as probationer at St. Thomas's 

Hospital and eight months at Highgate Infirmary, 

Mary Cadbury returned to St. Thomas's to take 
up her duties as a sister in Mary Ward 


Mary Ward, 
December 17, 1576 
My probationer, Mrs. Long, has had to give up 


work from the effects of vaccination. She has had 
an eruption all over her. Did I tell you what an alarm 
of small pox we have had ? One nurse, the carpenter 
and two servants of the hospital have all had to 
be sent to the infectious block with it, so there has 
been a lot of vaccination going on. I have not been 
done, of course, as I was done five years ago. On 
Friday morning, before I was well up, Nurse Castle 
‘ Sister, may I go to bed again ? 
I have had sickness and diarrhoea all the night.’ 
1 said, * Certainly,”’ and into the ward, 
but here I was left with only one probationer and 
Mrs. W. refused to give me any more help. 

Well, Saturday was Dr. Murchisson’s early morning 
and I was.expecting a surgeon to come and see about 
an empyema that had been opened the night before. 
Dr. M. ordered a patient to be wet-cupped. Nurse 
Wilson, my probationer, came on very tired and she 
said she could not stand this. I felt more tired a 
good deal than when I went to bed, for I had hardly 
had time for my meals, and had to be in the ward 
from seven in the morn till 10 at night. Nurse 
Wilson said, ‘‘ I shall run away from St. Thomas’s.” 
By mid-day I felt nearly done up, and went down to 
Mrs. W. I told her what she knew before—how short 
we were and how I quite believed Nurse Wilson would 
give in if she did not give us more help, and that 
I felt myself going. She said nurses must be made of 
poor stuff if they could not stand an emergency, 
but she promised to send me another probationer. 
after dinner. When I told Nurse Wilson she said, 
‘“‘ | was just going down to Mrs. W. myself.” 

I had a good cry over Sally’s letter, which relieved 
me, and now, with a second probationer and nurse 
somewhat better, I shall restore my equilibrium 
again, although when Nurse Carter called me this 
morning I said it could not be time. I was not a 
bit rested. However, I had to be up to see about my 
empyema case and had to be going on to-day until 
a quarter past two, for there was a hot air bath ordered 
that I had to see about, and then I got down to Miss 
Spencer and refreshed myself body and mind with a 
long talk to her, and came back quite jolly. Indeed, 
I have had a very leisurely afternoon, and mean 
this evening, as it is my Sunday off, to get to hear 
Dr. Farrar. I hope he will preach at St. Margaret’s. 

Mary Ward, 
June 21, 1877 

I had such a pleasant call from Mr. and Mrs. Rat- 
cliffe. They were both greatly interested in what I 
showed them and told them about the training school. 
She wanted to know about the ladies and what they 
did, as they have just got their first lady and though 
she is most willing to do anything, they do not see 
the force of her cleaning windows, etc. 

An old woman of 79 was brought in the other day 
on a stretcher, the picture of misery and dirt; she 
had left the workhouse a fortnight ago and had been

soon got 





drinking ever since. She said, “I’m a wicked old 
woman,” and I fear she was hardened in but 
we don’t know all the troubles of her life or what has 
brought her to this. 

I have several sad cases in the ward now that touch 
much, young women more sinned against 
than sinning—one was drugged—but all the shame 
and sorrow to them. I had a young girl 
baptised in the small ward; she was fast wasting 
awav, tubercle in the stomach. I never saw anvone

afraid, but I think she quite understood, though

Mary Ward, 
July 25, 1877

that she has nearly died. They hope now to save 
her life, but whether much improvement to the nose 
comes is still doubtful.

Mary Ward, 
November 9, 1877 (Lord Mayor’s Day) 


My dearest Carrie, 

The last few days I have been too busy for any 
uncomfortable thoughts. I never had such a ward 
of ill patients before and it came to a climax the 
night before last—such a scene! I had been to our 
monthly bible class (Friends) and told Nurse I 
should not be back till 9. However, I got back soon 
after 8.30 and went into the ward. 

I was talking to a patient, rather nervous about 
herself, when I heard a thump on the ground and, 
on going to the place, found a strong jaundiced woman 
in strong convulsions on the ground. The patients 
immediately called Nurse to my assistance, but she 
didn’t arrive and I was in for it, struggling with all 
my might to keep her from knocking herself against 
lockers and beds as she reeled about like a caterpillar 
with two arms. 

The nervous patient began to scream and I could 
feel there were many frightened in the ward, so I 
knew that must be stopped at once and I scolded 
the nervous patient and told the others I could 
manage all right till Nurse came, which she presently 
did, coming from seeing after the small ward patient 
We got her into bed with great effort and I sent 
Nurse off for Dr. Sharkey. Meanwhile she began 
again furiously and at that juncture Mr. Makin, the 
H.P., came in and together we kept her in bed. 

Then I ran off when Nurse returned to see if q 
could get an extra nurse for the night. It wasnt

safe to leave one; besides, there were so many very 
ill. Before 10 o’clock eight leeches had been ordered 
for one patient to be put on at once, a hot bath for 
another, also at once; another patient was delirious 
and making such a noise; two others seemed dying

Night Nurse Read had never put on leeches so | 
had to stay and the extra nurse that came only did 
to watch the delirious and the fit cases. You know 
leeches take a long time. 

Well, it was 1.30 before I dared leave. I was just 
off to sleep at 2 when Nurse comes in and tells me 
the delirious patient is so noisy, shall she go for the 
H.P.? I thought it was a little too bad to call me; 
however, I told her to go. At 6 again she came to 
tell me the patient with the hydrated tumour was 
dying.
